— The President is pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to the 
undermentioned officer of the Manipur Police

No. 528 Jemadar Parjit Gurung,

1st Battalion, Manipur Rifles, 

Manipur. (Deceased) 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the morning of the 17th June, 1963, Jemadar Parjit 
Gurung received information that a gang of well armed 
Naga hostiles numbering over 50, were proceeding towards 
village Charoi Chakoklong. Collecting the 30 men available 
in lus Platoon he left for the village arriving there at about 
5.15 P.M. Just before the patrol approached the village 
boundary Jemadar Parjit Gurung warned his men that the 
area lying ahead was exposed and dangerous. He himself 
went forward to be with his advance guard in order to per- 
sonally conduct the advance over this particular area. His 
leading scouts immediately came under fire from two direc- 
tions. Jemadar Parjit Gurung though in an exposed position, 
gave covering fire to his scouts with his Sten Gun to enable 
them to get into positions from where they could return the 
fire of the hostiles. He succeeded in protecting the leading 
scouts so enabling them to secure less exposed positions. 
Although constantly under fire from the hostiles Jemadar 
Parjit Gurung succeeded in getting to a suitable firing position 
and proceeded to direct the fire of his men towards the 
hostiles’ well established position. He located a group of 
hostiles firing on his party from behind cover of a wall built 
of heavy boulders. Realising that small arms fire would 
not dislodge this group, he called for the Grenade Firing 
Rifle and himself fired a grenade at the position and then 
moved quickly to an alternative position to obtain more effec- 
tive aim with a second grenade. Simultaneously with the 
firing of this second grenade he himself received a burst of 
fire from an automatic weapon which killed him instant- 
aneously. By his courageous action, however, he had 
succeeded in forcing the hostiles to abandon this particular 
position. 

In this encounter Jemadar Parjit Gurung exhibited cons- 

E icuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of the 
ighest order in the performance of which he laid down his 
life.

On the 7th July, 1963, Shri Har Nandan Singh, Station 
Officer, Sojna, received information that Baldua, a notorious 
dacoit. who with His associates had broken out of the Tikam- 
garh jale a couple years earlier and had created a reign of 
terror In the districts of Tikamgarh, Chhatarpur and Jhansi, 
was present in the jungles of village Jagaro, P.C. Sojna, 


Shri Har Nandan Singh with two constables proceeded at 
once to village Jagttfa and arrived there at about 11,00 p.m. 
Enlisting the aid of some villagers he and his party advanced 
towards the jungle and located Baldua and another dacoit 
sitting under a banyan tree on a raised platform. It was then 
1,30 a.m. When the police party had advanced to within 
50 yards of the dueoits’ position, Baldua detected their pre- 
sence and fired a shot which narrowly missed Shri Har 
Nandan Singh. The latter challenged the dacoits and 
returned their fire. A gun battle then ensued during the 
course of which Shri Har Nandan Singh saw one of the 
dacoits running away. Suspecting that it was Baldua, he 
gave chase firing his rifle as he went and followed by the 
two constables. Baldua in turn tired at Shri Har Nandan 
Singh but fortunately again missed him. Undeterred by 
the danger of the situation Shri .Har Nandan Singh pressed 
home the attack and when he arrived at the spot from 
which the dacoit had been firing he found Baldua dead. A 
gun and a pistol were recovered from the spot. 

In this encounter Shri Har Nandan Singh displayed cons- 
picuous gallantry, initiative and devotion to duty in utter dis- 
regard of his personal safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 8th July, 1963.

The gang of Nathu Singh, a notorious dacoit of tile Bhind- 
Morena area, had been operating for several months in the 
Sabalgarh and Bijaipur Tahsils, committing a large number 
of offences of kidnapping. On the 9th September, 1963, the 
gang kidnapped nine rich merchants of Sabalgarh while they 
were performing Puja at Roiyantnl, a mile from the town. 
This created panic and a sense of insecurity among the peo- 
ple of the area. 

On the 17th September, 1963, the Sector Commander, 
Bijaipur, received information that Nathu Singh and his gang 
were present at Mantila near village Bagwani, Police Station 
Gaswani. He immediately drew up a plan and detailed 
Company Commander Vasantrao Vishwasrao Shinde with 
one section of the Special Armed Force to proceed to inter- 
cept the gang at Mantila and rescue the kidnapped persons. 
Nathu Singh’s gang was known to be well armed with 
modern weapons. Company Commander Shinde personally 
led the attack on the dacoits’ position. During the encounter 
he was wounded by a .12 bore bullet in the right side of his 
chest and was bleeding profusely. In spite of this injury he 
advanced to a forward position from where he could bring 
more effective fire to bear on the dacoits. He and his men 
kept up a steady barrage of fire, as a result of which two lead- 
ing members of the gang namely Ramsingh, brother of 
Nathu Singh and Ram Nath Dhanuk were shot dead. The 
rest of the gang took to their heels leaving behind the kidnap- 
ped merchants who were still with the gang. 

In this encounter Company Commander Shinde exhibited 
gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a high order 
in utter disregard of his own safety; and the success of this 
operation raised considerably public morale and confidence 
in the police force. 

2, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from 17th September, 1963.

(i) For the existing rule 17, substitute the following 
namely : — 

“17. After the examination, candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission In order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and in 
that order so many candidates up to the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of this 
examination as are declared by the Commission in their 
discretion to be qualified by the examination and are con- 
sidered by Government or the appointing authority, as the 
case may be, to be suitable In all other respects, shall be 
appointed : 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed bv the Commission for any Service/ 
post is declared by them to be suitable for apoolntment 
thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration, shall be entitled to be appointed to vacancies 
reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be, In that Service/post. 

Note 1— Due consideration will be given to the prefe- 
rences expressed bv a candidate at the time of his applica- 
tion ( c.f. col. 29 of the application form), but a candidate 
mav be assigned to any Service/post for which the examina- 
tion is held. 

Note 2 — The form and manner of communication of the 
results of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion," 

(ii) After the existing rule 20, insert the following as rule 
21, namely : — 

“21. All appointments on the results of this examination 
shall be subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
abend v passed one of the periodical typewriting tests in 
English or Hindi held bv the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion, he shall pass such a test at a minmum speed of 30 
words per minute within a period of one year from the date 
of appointment, faifine which his appointment will be liable 
to be terminated. If. for any reason, such a candidate is 
continued in service bevond the stipulated Period of one year 
in spite of his failure to pass the typewriting test within this 
Period- no increment shall be admissible to him until he 
passes the test. 


Note — Candidates appointed on the results of the exa- 
mination, who have already passed the U.P.S.C.’s typewriting 
test or who pass it within a period of 6 months from the 
date of appointment will be granted the first increment after 
6 months instead of after one year's service. This will, how- 
ever, he absorbed in the subsequent regular increments. 

(iii) In Appendix II to the Rules ; — 

(a) Item (iii) relating to the Typewriting Test in para 1 
and Notes 1 and 2 thereunder shall be deleted. 

(b) Note 2 below paragraph 3 shall be deleted and sub- 
sequent Note 3 shall be renumbered as Note 2. 

(c) In the existing Note 3, the words "and the Type- 
writing Test” occurring twice between the words

Expenditure on measures undertaken for the improvement of cultivation of arecanut during the year amounted to Rs. 9-09 lakhs 

i.e. about 71 % of the total expenditure of the Committee; this was incurred on Research Stations and Nurseries, conducting a sample survey 
for the correct estimation of area and production of arecanut, investigation and control of diseases, simple manurial trials etc. Out of 
the total expenditure of Rs. 9-09 lakhs, a sum of Rs. 5-71 lakhs was expended direct by the Committee, itself, an amount of Rs. 3-33 
lakhs was paid as grants-in-aid to State Governments and Rs. 0-05 lakhs to a University. 

The proper utilisation of the grants is watched by the Committee by obtaining (/) audit certificates from the Accountauts General 
in respect of the Schemes sponsored by the State Government and (//) utilisation certificates in other cases. At the end of August, 1963, 
Audit and utilisation certificates covering an amount of Rs. 5-03 lakhs were due in 56 cases in respect of grants paid from 1956-57 to
